ARE (I) TREATMENT OF CRIMES-TT CODE TITLE 1 1 (ELEVEN) 

(2) LEGISLATION TO PROVIDE ACCOUNTABILITY AND (3) THE 
PROSECUTING ABILITY OE THE TRUST TERRITORY OFEICE OF 
ATTORNEY GENERAL. 

CRIMES. WITH REGARD TO TT CODE TREATMENT OF CRIMES, WE 
FIND THAT FOR THE MOST PART, LAWS ARE ON THE BOOKS, WHICH, 

IF ENFORCED, WOULD BE ADEQUATE TO PREVENT MUCH WASTE AND 
DETER CORRUPTION. THE FOLLOWING SITUATIONS ARE ADEQUATELY 
COVERED BY THE REFERENCED SECTION OF THE CODE.

PROSECUTION IS WHAT IS NEEDED. 

WE SUGGEST THAT THE AG’S OFEICE HIRE ADDITIONAL AND 
EXPERIENCED PERSONS FOR THE FOLLOWING WORK: 

WE SUGGEST THAT ADDITIONAL PERSONS BE HIRED AS FOLLOWS: 

1 . THE AG’S OFFICE WOULD HIRE A PERSON WITH BROAD 
AND SUCCESSFUL TRIAL EXPERIENCE TO BE CHIEF, TRIAL 
DIVISION. 

2. THE AG’S OFFICE WOULD ESTABLISH A DIVISION OF 
INVESTIGATION (AND AUDIT) WITH THREE PROFESSIONAL 
EMPLOYEES. THIS DIVISION WOULD FUNCTION SOMETHING AKIN 
TO THE FBI IN THAT ITS SOLE TASK WOULD BE INVESTIGATION 
WHICH NECESSARILY INCLUDES AUDIT. TO DATE WE KNOW OF NO

INTENT TO INJURE OR DEFRAUD, MAKESOR CAUSESTO BE MADE 
ANY CONNECTION WITH THE ELECTRIC LINES OE ANY AGENCY OR 
CORPORATION AUTHORIZED TO GENERATE, TRANSMIT OR SELL 
ELECTRIC CURRENT BY MEANS OE ELECTRIC WIRE OR ELECTRIC 
APPLIANCE OF ANY CHARACTER WHATSOEVER WITHOUT THE 
WRITTEN AUTHORITY OE SUCH AGENCY OR CORPORATION OR WHO 
SHALL, KNOWINGLY AND WITH LIKE INTENT INJURE, ALTER OR

SERVICE-PIPE, OR OTHER PIPE, OR CONDUIT OR ELUME EOR

SUCH MAIN, SERVICE-PIPE, CONDUIT OR ELUME, WITHOUT THE 
KNOWLEDGE OE THE OWNER THEREOE, AND WITH INTENT TO
